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Tight Money Rift 


Brewing Within 
Gov't, Tory Party 


An intra-Cabinet and Cabinet-party conflict was 
seen brewing late last week over whether the current 


retrenchment policy should be continued into the next 


fiscal year. 
Informed sources said that 
austerity-minded Finance Minis- 
ter Hisato Ichimada was meet- 
ing stiff resistance from the popu- 
larity-conscious leaders of the 
Liberal-Democratic Party. Ichi- 
mada is known to be determin- 
ed to limit the size of the 1958 
budget program to within the 
framework of this year’s budget 
1,137,464 million yen. 


Late last week, Ichimada was 
not sure whether his retrench- 
ment policy had the support of 
the man who picked him for 
the finance portfolio for the 
specific job of halting the ab- 
normal expansion of the Japa- 
nese economy. Prime Minister 
Kishi told a press conference 
Friday that he had no intention 
of compiling an austerity a ae 
for the 1958 fiscal year. 


On the same day, Liberal- 
Democratic Party leaders decid- 
ed among themselves that an- 
nouncement of the 1958 budget 
policy by Ichimada, originally 
scheduled for the early part of 
September be postponed. 


Party sources said the ruling 
Liberal-Democratic Party in 
general seems to side with 
Kishi’s opinion and oppose Ichi- 
mada’s stand. 


For political reasons, the lead- 
ing Tory members want a bud- 
get that “is not too stringent, 
even if not as liberal as the 
current one.” 


The new budget will be the 
first presented by the Kishi Gov- 
ernment as the 1957 fiscal bud- 
get was drafted before Prime 
Minister Ishibashi resigned. And 
if there would be a general elec- 
tion next year (though Kishi 
only Friday said the Lower 
House would not be dissolved 
until 1959), the Government 
party would feel more secure if 
the public ras been presenteda | 
liberal budget, despite the con- 
sequences. 


And it is the consequences 
that the Finance Minister is 
worried about, informed sources 
said. Ichimada has gone on 
record as warning that the con- 
sequences would be “terrible” 
if the 1958 budget were compil- 
ed “as liberally and optimisti- 
cally as in the case of the cur- 
rent budget.” 


Ichimada is especially con- 
cerned about Japan’s deteriorat- 
ing international payments situ- 
ation. He has been given the 
task of improving the account 
and feels that an expanded 
budget may torpedo the re 
portedly good results brought 
about by the current tight-money | 
policy. 

Informed sources predicted, 
however, that political consider- 
ations will decide the budget 
battle and Ichimada be forced 
to compromise, 


U.S. Youths in Peiping 
To See Oct. 1 Parade 


LONDON (AP)—The visit of 
41 young Americans to Red 
China has been extended until 
after Oct. 1 so they can watch’ 
the National Day parade in Pei- 
ping, members of the party said 
Saturday, Reuters, the British 
news agency, reported from Pei- 
ping. 

Originally the party was to 
stay in China only three weeks. 

Now they will make an ex- 
tended tour before returning to 
Peiping for the annual monster 
parade of armed services and 
workers. 

The Americans who arrived 
Friday are spending Saturday 
sight-seeing and discussing the 
best route for their tour of 
China—ali paid for by their

Tight Money Policy 
Cuts Investments 


The effect of the recent 
series of tight money mea- 
sures has come to the fore 
finally in the field of invest- 
ments in equipment, accord- 
ing to the Bank of Japan. 
Loans by all banks through- 
out the country made to en- 
terprises for new equipment 
during the first half of this 
year, from January to June, 
totaled 200,700 million yen, 
indicating an increase of 
1.7-fold over the correspond- 
ing period of last year. New 
loans in July, however, 
amounted to 29,000 million 
yen or 13.2 per cent lower 
than the monthly average of 
33,400 million yen for the 
first half. The Bank of Japan 
believed the downward 
trend in bank loans would 
continue in August and 
September, 


Drastic Cut 
In Economic 


Growth Seen 


The rate of Japan’s economic 
growth, which registered a 
whopping 11 per cent in 1955 
will be slowed down to 2.3 per 
cent during the 1958 fiscal 
year, according to an economic 
program being drafted by the 
Economic Planning Agency. 

The 1955 figure was the 
highest in the world. 

The EPA is expected to com- 
plete its survey of the nation’s 
economic growth for fiscal 1958 

“e@rid of this week. 

This survey is likely to play 
an important role in deciding 
the size of the budget. 

Adjustment of views between 
the Finance, International Trade 
and Industry and other minis- 
tries concerned on the draft 
survey by EPA, was reported to 
have been completed yesterday. 

Major points of the economic 
outlook are listed as follows: 

1. Fiscal 1957’s increase of 

national income over that of 
fiscal 1956, which was initially 
set at 7.5 per cent, is revised to 
5 per cent. 
2. Exports for fiscal 1958 are 
estimated at 3,160 million dol- 
lars and imports at 3,230 million 
dollars. 

The year’s favorable balance 
in the nation’s international ac- 
count is put at 200 million dol- 
lars by taking into accégunt such 
invisible export as special pro- 
curements. 

The increase in the national 
gross product will enable the 
industry to absorb an additional 
710,000 laborers. 

3. The consumptive demand 
for the national gross product 
is expected to show a "steady 
growth because it is considered 
difficult to lower wages. 

In order to reduce domestic 
demand and expand exports, 
there will be no other alterna- 
tive for the Government but to 
try to cut back private invest- 
ment demand and Government 
fiscal disbursements.

A highly placed Foreign Office 
Official said yesterday that while 
he could not make any “light” 
prediction on the outcome of 
the election he was not so pes- 
simistic. 

The United States, Britain, 
Canada and Nationalist China 
have given firm indications of 
their support for Japan. In ad- 
dition. the majority of the na- 
tions of western Europe and the 
countries of Southeast Asia are 
favorably inclined toward 
Japan. 

To gain the 54 needed votés, 
however, Japan will have to 
make some active overtures to 
the countries that are still un- 
decided—the countries of north- 
ern Europe, the Arab bloc and 
at least some in Latin America. 
Of these floating votes, half of 
the Arab nations are pro-Japa- 
nese, according to the Foreign 
Office. 

Japan is watching with keen 
interest the Arab League con- 
te oar to open in 

airo on Sept. 2, The meeting 
will be held to mull Arab poli- 
cies in the U.N., and the discus- 
Sions are thus expected to turn 
inevitably to the Security Coun- 
cil elections. 
Japan’s success in its bid for 
the Security Council seat will 
depend heavily on the results of 
final efforts to be made by For- 
eign Minister Fujiyama and 
Japan’s delegation to the Gen- 
eral Assembly session scheduled 
to open in mid-September. 
Before that, the Foreign Of- 
fice plans to send a roving am- 
bassador to the Middle and 
Near East and seek support of 
nations in that area.

Girard Trial Opens Tomorrow 


The controversy that raged 
over U.S. Army Specialist 3.C. 
William S&S. Girard’s alleged 
shooting of a Japanese woman 
will be brought to legal debate 
tomorrow, when the GI's trial 
opens in Maebashi District 
Court. 

The court has completed pre- 
parations for the trial in which 
Girard will be tried on the 
charge of fatally shooting a 
Japanese woman at the Soma- 
-gahara firing range in Gumma 
Prefecture. 

The first hearing will be held 
tomorrow morning in the No. 1 
-Courtroom where only 35 of the 
93 seats in the visitor’s gallery 
will be set aside for the public. 

Twenty-five seats have been 
_reserved for the Japanese press 
and 17 for the foreign press 
corps. ; 

The other seats will be allott- 
- ed to the friends and relatives 
. of the plaintiff and defendant. 
Extra policemen and guards 


will be posted in and outside 
the courtroom.

Peiping Ban 
On Fishery 
Still Opposed 


The Foreign Office yesterday 
issued a statement once again 
asserting Japan’s absolute op- 
position to Communist China's 
recent demarkation of waters 
off the Central China coastline 
as off-limit to Japanese fishery 
operations. 

The statement followed up 
Japan’s first official expression 
of its view Aug. 19, upholding 
the freedom on high seas as 
assured by existing interna- 
tional law and protesting Pei- 
ping’s step. 

It was issued since the Com- 
munist Chinese Fishery Associa- 
tion had subsequently contacted 
a private Japanese organization 
by mail concerning the same 
issues. ; 

The Foreign Office statement 
said the private JapanChina 
Fishery Council in Tokyo Fri- 
day received a letter dated Aug. 
10 from the private Communist 
Chinese fishery body explaining 
the details of the closure of the 
wide waters along Central China 
and northwest of Taiwan. 

The statement, issued in the 
name of Shinichi Kondo, direc- 
tor of the Information and Cul- 
tural Affairs Bureau, reiterated 
the Japanese Government’s 
view that the Communist Chi- 
nese step, which  imcluded 
waters exceeding by far the 3- 
mile territorial limit universally 
accepted under international 
law, was unacceptable for what- 
ever reason. 

It said whatever the reaction 
of the private JCFC might be to 
the new letter, the Japanese 
Government would not allow its 
official stand to be influenced by 
it because such dealings be- 
tween the two organizations 
were strictly private, and with-

DAMASCUS (Kyodo-UP) —

Kayyali said he “did not be- 
lieve the Soviets are after any- 
thing special” in offering Syria

He said he thought the Soviets 
were able to make a better offer 
because of “the difference be- 
tween the economic and finan- 
cial concepts of the two sys- 
tems.” 

The Soviets offered to support 
the development program at an 
interest rate not exceeding 2% 
per cent whereas the Interna- 
tional Bank offered 5 per cent 
and included unacceptable con- 
ditions.

He said he was asked by com- 
mittee chairman Theodore 
Green (D-R.1.) to undertake 
the survey because Sen. J. W. 
Fulbright (D-Ark.), who heads 
the Far Eastern subcommittee, 
could not make the trip. 


Sparkman said that if the 
legislative situation permits, 
he will sail Tuesday from San 
Francisco. 


Accompanied by Carl Marcy, 
chief of the committee’s staff, 
Sparkman said he will study 
the operations of foreign aid 
programs and look into general 
matters bearing on the relations 
of Asian countries with the 
Unfted States. 

Sparkman will visit Japan, 
Korea, Okinawa, Vietnam, Thai- 
land, Malaya, Ceylon, India and 
Pakistan before going on to 


Egypt and Italy.

CHICAGO (Kyodo-UP)—The 
Chicago Daily News announced 
Friday it is increasing the price 
of the paper to seven cents on 
weekdays and to 12 cents on 
Saturdays. 


In a letter to readers, pub- 
lisher John S. Knight said the 
paper had been trying to hold 
the line at a nickel for week- 
days and a dime for Saturday 
editions. 

In the last 11 years, he said, 
the cost of newsprint has risen

Syria to Accept 
Soviet Economic Aid 


Secret Departure 
of Henderson Is 
Revealed in D.C. 


ISTANBUL (INS)—Ameri- 
can Middle East expert Loy 
W. Henderson arrived in Is- 
tanbul Saturday to discuss 
developments in Syria with 
leaders of Turkey, Iraq and 
Iran. A Turkish Foreign Min- 
istry source said the discus- 
sions would include an assess- 
ment of the Syrian develop- 
ments and their effect on Tur- 
key's security and that of the 
Middle East. The source 
added that the talks would not 
include any discussion of a 


possible military move against 
Syria. 


WASHINGTON (INS)— 
Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles has sent a 
special representative to 
the crisis-ridden Middle 
East for an on-the-spot ap- 
praisal of Syria’s align- 
ment, with Soviet Russia. 


The diplomatic troubleshooter, 
Deputy Undersecretary of State 
Loy W. Henderson, is en route 
to Turkey by plane for first-hand 
talks with high Turkish officials.

KYOTO—A potter here has 
devoted 40 years of his life to 
breeding a rare species of gold- 
fish known as the “ranchu” 
(king of goldfish). 

Nihei Uno, 58, of Tsurugino- 
miya-cho, Higashiyama-ku, is 
known better in the neighbor- 
hood as a goldfish breeder than 
a ceramist. 

Uno owns a pottery mill at

There 
was an increasing expectancy that 
the market would make a test of 
the February lows before a sustain- 
ed rally would be likely.

Japan-Syria 
Joint Venture 


Syria is giving consideration 
to the possibility of setting up 
a joint Japanese-Syrian com- 
pany in Damascus for turning 
out concrete railway ties, ac- 
cording to the Kokusai Ken- 
setsu Gijitsu Kyokai (Interna- 
tional Construction Technique 
Association). 


The association bared receiv- 
ing such information lately 
from an investigator sent to 
Syria sometime ago jointly by 
the association and the Kaigai 
Kensetsu Kyoryokukai (Over- 
seas Construction Cooperation 
Association) in response to a 
Syrian request. 


The report from the Japanese 
investigator who was dispatch- 
ed for the purpose of assisting 
Syria in planned railway recon- 
struction work said that he had 
suggested establishment of the 
joint venture to the Syrian Pub- 
lic Works Ministry and the 
matter was now under its study. 


Shuichiro Sato, the Japanese 
expert in Syria, said he had 
suggested setting up of such a 
company not only for meeting 
Syria’s railway needs but for 
supplying the entire needs for 
concrete ties in the projected 
restoration of the Hedjaz Rail- 
way. 

Sato’s report indicated that 
the Foreign Office shortly would 
be receiving cn official report on 
the matter from its Minister in 
Syria which was expected to 
convey Syrian inquiries _re- 
garding cost of building a plant 
and the possibility of obtaining 
Japanese technical assistance in 
the project. 


Machinery to India 
Export Council Set 


A government-private | joint 
council will be set up shortly 
to prepare for Japanese exports 
of machinery to India in con- 
nection with India’s second 
five-year development program. 

The establishment of such an 
organ was agreed upon in talks 
held between the Japan Ma- 
chinery Industry Federation 
and the Foreign Office last Wed- 
nesday, and with the Ministry 
of International Trade and 
Industry Friday.

Today, owing to the challenge that Moscow, as leader 
of the Communist bloc of nations and chief exponen. of 
revolutionary theory, has given to all nations that value 
liberty and the choice of liberal institutions, West Ger- 
many has become an important link in the free world’s 
defensive chain. Many Americans, including high Govern- 
ment officials, feel that economically prosperous West Ger- 
many could and should contribute more largely to the mili- 


tary strength of democracy. 


Some feel that, despite Chan- 


ceHor Adenauer’s goodwill, sufficient progress toward this 


end has not yet been made. 


The fact that the present West German Government 
has to face the ordeal of a general election this Septem- 
ber may be a contributing factor, and it is quite possible 
that if Chancellor Adenauer and his party are returned 
to power that rearmament may be quickened to a degree. 
more in accordance with American notions on the subject. 

Even now, if progress has not been rapid, a firm basis 
is being painstakingly built for an efficient military force. 
“We have every hope of making soldiers of the real old 
type,” says General Hans Buchner, “soldiers such as we 

‘ had in the past, of good spirit, and in the concept of the 


German soldier as he once was seen in the world.” 


This 


is in no sense to be taken as bombast, for whatever we may 


think of the uses to which he 


was put by ambitious tyrants, 


there is no question but that the world respects the mili- 
tary characteristics shown by the German soldier of the 


past. 


- After setting a 500,000-man goal which was soon dis- 
covered to be too high, the German military authorities ave 
now proceeding to build up a force of 12 divisions which 
could serve with NATO. This is expected to number be- 
tween 300,000 and 350,000 men, including a highly mobile 
ground force, an air force and a small navy. 

At present, it is reported, there are 65,000 men ready 
in the army, 18,000 in the air force, 11,000 in the navy and 


5,000 in the territorial guard. 


All of these 99,000 men are 


volunteers except 10,000 draftees in the army. 
Up to the present the military effort is rather less than 
Japan’s but, given no political obstacles, expansion may 


come quickly in the German ranks. 


The morale of the 


men is said to be excellent although at first there was a 
certain hesitancy over military matters, no doubt bred of 


past wartime experiences.

Asahi Shimbun regretted that 
Soviet Union conducted a nu- 
clear test on Aug. 22 and the 
United States followed with 
another one close on the heels 
of the former.

Shikoku Island. 

The bridge, in fact, will con- 
sist of two parts, one from 
Akashi to Awajishima crossing 
over some three miles of Akashi 
Strait, and the other from Awa 
jishima to Shikoku spanning 
Naruto Channel about a mile. 

Awajishima, which is situated 
at midpoint in the strait, will 
be connected also with Honshu 


and Shikoku by this bridge. 

The bridge will be 90 feet 
wide and rise some 164 feet 
above water level. It will have 
double railway tracks in the 
middle and a two-lane highway 
and sidewalks for pedestrians 
on either side. 

A blueprint for the bridge 
which is estimated to cost about 
4,000 million yen, has been 
drawn. The Maritime Safety 
Agency has started geological 
and geographical surveys of the 
bridge site. National Railway 
officials say the project will be 
completed within 10 years, 

'  -ngineering Problem 

The most difficult engineering 
problem is how to build sup- 
porting piliars strong enough to 
withstand the frequent earth- 
quakes and terrific pressure of 
the famous rapids of the Naruto 
gate of the Inland Sea. 

The arch type construction 


method will be adopted, over a 
part of the strait where the sea 
depths exceed well over 330 feet. 

Engineers of the National 
Railways in charge of construc- 
tion will most likely use a spe- 
cial technique called “open cais- 
son method” to overcome this 
difficulty. According to this 
method, a steel frame of the 
supporting pillars is first fixed on 
the ground rock on the bottom 
of the sea and after pumping 
out water, cement is poured in 
to form pillars each 228 feet 
high and 196 by 228 feet. This 
is going to be the most bulky 
and solid cement bridge pier in 
the world. 

Tunnel to Hokkaido 

The undersea tunnel project 
to link Honshu and Hokkaido 
was first conceived before the 
Pacific War but has been post- 
poned through the war years up 
to this day. 

The plan is to dig some 26- 
mile-long undersea tunnel from 
Tsugaru Peninsula on Honshu’s 
northern tip to the southern 
point of Hokkaido. 

Various technical difficulties 
confront the construction of this 
longest undersea tunnel so that 
officials in charge predict it will 
take 10 years to complete. 

The National Railway office 
says construction can start by 
1959 if financial steps are taken 
for this undertaking which is 
estimated to require some 6,000 
million yen. 

When this tunnel is complet- 
ed, rail travel between Sapporo 
and Tokyo will be shortened by 
10 hours from the present 27 to 
17 hours. 


Inevitable Need 


The tunnel will contribute 
much to the development of 
Hokkaido, It will also elimi- 
nate the possibility of hazards 
attendant on sea travel though 
rare but calamitous, as the Toya 
Maru accident three years ago. 

The greatest problem is, how- 
ever, to obtain the huge funds 
especially in the recent tight- 
money situation. 

But in view of the rapidly ex- 
panding economic activity the 
time will soon come when the 
present freight and passenger 
service by the National Rail- 
ways across Tsugaru Strait will 
prove totally inadequate to meet 
the ever increasing transporta- 
tion needs across the channel. 
This economic necessity will 
make the construction of the 
undersea passage inevitable for 
Japan. 


Presidential 


Race Is On

MANILA. (INS)—A total of 
7,500,000 Filipino voters. is 
expected to go to the polls on 
Nov. 12 for the third President- 
ial elections in the Philippines. 

This figure exceeds, by over 
one million the 6,487,061 regis- 
tered Filipino voters in 1955— 
of which 3,764,474 were males 
while 2,722,587 were females, 


These election statistics were 
released by the Commission on 
Elections as candidates for the 
highest posts in the land began 
girding up for a bitter pre-elec- 


tion campaign to win the peo- 
ple’s votes, 


There are five candidates for 
Presidency—the 


the highest 
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Garcia 


number so far tallied for 2 
President election in the Philip- 
pines. 


Heading the impressive array 
of Presidential bets and still en- 
joying a slight edge over all 
other candidates is President 
Carlos P. Garcia who succeeded 
the late President Ramon Mag- 
saysay upon the latter’s tragic 
death in a plane crash last 
March 17, 


Garcia, 61, is the official can- 
didate of the ruling Nacional- 
ista Party—the most powerful, 
single political party in the 
country today. 

Considered to be a “weakling” 
President during the early post- 
Magsaysay tragedy, Garc 
astounded political dopesters by 
garnering party nomination— 
and undisputed party leadership 
—by an overwhelming margin. 

Garcia’s opponents are many 
and divided, a factor he knows 
fully well could boost his 
chances of winning the elections. 
Conceded as the strongest of 
his Presidential rivals is sugar 
magnate Jose Yulo of the Lib- 
eral Party. 


Yulo, 62, has a long service 
record for the Government be- 
hind him, bene former speak- 
er of the House of Representa- 
tives and Justice Secretary 
under the American and Philip- 
pine commonwealth regimes. 

He ran unsuccessfully as vice 


7 he iy | 
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president with the late Pres- 
ident Elpidio Quirino in the 
1953 elections against the Mag- 
saysay-Garcia ticket, retired 
from public service to run his 
vast sugar estate in southern 
Luzon, then reemerged onto the 
political scene the day follow- 
ing Magsaysay’s death. 


The third man in the Pres- 
idential ring is Senator Claro 
M. Recto, 63, an astute politi- 
cian whose _ ultranationalistic 
policies and apparent, although 
denied by him, anti-American 
pronouncements have isolated 
him from the grassroot elements 
of the country. 


Recto was Magsaysay’s chief 
political foe—although they both 
belonged to the Nacionalista 
Party. So bitter were their dif- 
ferences of political beliefs that 
Recto was forced to seek reelec- 
tion as senator in 1953 under 
the opposition Liberal Party 
banner. 

The country’s top parliamen- 
tarian and President of the con- 
stitutional convention of the 
Philippines has established a 
new party—the “Partido Demo- 
crata”— which he hoped to 
fill with “disgruntled” Nacion- 
alista Party members and other 
independent voters. 

The youngest, and most ambi- 
tious of the Presidential candi- 
dates, is Manuel Manahan, a 
close friend and confidante of 
the late President Magsaysay. 

The 41-year-old, one-time 
newspaper publisher, heads the 
Progressive Party of the Philip- 
pines, and his supporters in- 
clude the men who helped elect 
President Magsaysay into office 
in 1953. 

Manahan has no political ca- 
reer to speak of, except for brief 
stints as Magsaysay’s trouble- 
shooter and customs commis- 
sioner. But such brief tenures 
in office left lasting impression 
as to his capacity as public offi- 
cial in the Magsaysay manner. 

Manahan’s chief asset, aside 
from being Magsaysay’s report- 
ed choice to succeed him in 
office, is his uncompromising 
stand against graft and corrup- 
tion in the Government.

Hechima Gourds 


Gourds are now growing on 
the vines of hechima in many 
Japanese gardens. Sometimes 
they hang from bamboo frames, 
or again the vines are made to 
crawl over the roofs. These 
cucumber-like gourds, often call- 
ed snake gourds or sponge 
gourds, grow’ generally’ to 
about two feet long but there 
are also species that reach more 
than six feet long. Frequently 
the earth underneath has to be 
dug up to let the gourds grow 
unhindered. 

Hechima is cultivated in large 
quantities in many districts to 
obtain the fiber from the gourds. 
The grown gourds are dried or 
put in water several days to re- 
move the outside skin and the 
inside fiber, which is a closely 
woven “et, is obtained. 

This fiber is used in many 
different ways. Most commonly 
it is used to scrub and clean 
cooking pans, dishes and other 
things. It is also used to 
scrub one’s body. As padding 
material it is light and strong. 
It is exported to foreign coun- 
tries in large quantities, 

There is still another use. 
Water is obtained by cutting the 
stem about a foot from the 
ground and placing it in a bot- 
tle. Quite a large quantity of 
clear water is obtained from one 
stem. Hechima water has been 
used by Japanese women as 
toilet water and is believed to 
be good for softening the skin. 
Thus it is called bijin-mizu or 
beauty water. The water is 
also used as a medicine, a sort 
of expectorant, 


Young gourds are often eaten 
as a vegetable by old-fashioned 
people who recognize some me- 
dicinal property in the plant, 

Although hechima is such a 
useful thing, the term hechima 
is often used as a slang expres- 
sion to indicate any useless per- 
son or thing. It came originally 
from hechima-no-kawa (the skin 
of the hechima) which is quite 
useless. 

One or two hechima vines 
planted in the garden will sup- 
ply one family all the hechima 
fiber necessary for the scrub- 
bing in the kitchen. ‘Apart from 
its practical use many love to 
see the long gourds hanging in 
the garden,

What the Communists Are Saying

RADIO MOSCOW, Via Radio- 
press—Our observer, '. Boris 
Shashin, discusses the question 
of German reunification. 


The problem of reuniting 
Germany is being widely dis- 


» cussed in both East and the 


West but it is only the East 
that wants to see Germany 
reunited as a democratic and 
peace-abiding state. You may 
ask why I say that— because 
the plan to merge mechanically 
the German Democratic Re- 
public and the German Federal 
Republic, which the West is 
insistiny upon, has nothing in 
common with the restoration of 
a united, peace-abiding and 
democratic Germany. And 
moreover, this plan is absolute 
ly unrealistic. 


The two German states can- 
not be united mechanically. 
Their course of development is 
too different and the Western 
Powers are going too far in 
their policy of making Western 
Germany a2 military bastion. 
The Western Powers have done 
everything possible to prevent 
the implementation of the Yalta 
and Potsdam Agreements, which 
by the way they also signed. 
After all, these agreements 
provided for the (denazifica- 
tion) and demilitarization of 
the whole of Germany. 


From the very beginning the 
Western zones of occupation in 
Germany were a direct contrast 
to the Eastern zone. Whereas 
in the East democratic measures 
were taken to (root up) fascism 
and militarism and put that part 
of the country on a democratic 
and peace-abiding footing, in 
the Western zone care was 
taken to leave things almost as 
they were in the days of Hitler. 


Surely it is obvious that this 
policy of the Western Powers 
far from overcoming the divi- 
sion in Germany, has on the 
contrary deepened it. And it 
was in order to do that that the 
Western Powers merged their 
zones, which they then convert- 
ed into a separate West German 
state. It was in answer to that 
step of the West that Eastern 
Germany became the German 
Democratic Republic. 


Even after that, however, the 
Soviet Union and the German 
Democratic Republic continued 
to fight for the reunion of the 
two parts of the country in a 
united, peace-abiding and demo- 
cratic Germany. Witness to 
that are the concrete and real- 
istic proposals and appeals made 
to the Federal German Repub- 
lic and the Western Powers in 
that respect. They, however, 
not only rejected these propo- 
sals and appeals but did every- 
thing possible to perpetuate the 
split in Germany. 


The Soviet Union on the 
other hand, as is known, has 


repeatedly warned the Western 
Powers that the signing of the 
notorious Paris Agreement and 
making the Federal German 
Republic a member of military 
alignments would prevent the 
reunification of Germany. The 
Western Powers, however, did 
what they wanted to. 


The Soviet Union in its note 
to the Federal German Repub- 
lic on June 27 said that the 
policy of preparing for an atom- 
ic war and of the peaceful uni- 
fication of Germany were in- 
compatible and that those who 
today stood for carrying on 
with the policy of arming the 
Federal German Republic with 
atomic weapons risked going 
down in history as the grave- 
diggers of Germany and its peo- 
ple. 

It was with the aim of ending 
German unity forever that the 
United States thought up Eura- 
tom which makes the Federal 
German Republic NATO’s chief 
atomic base. And the European 
Common Market, headed by the 
Federal German Republic, also 
a United States plan, will if 


formed become another insur- 
mountable barrier. 

No ome really believed the 
declaration of the State Depart- 
ment that the United States 
favors the reunification of Ger- 
many. Germany can only be 
reunited as a peace-abiding and 
genuine democratic state. Those 
who reckon on German unity 
being restored are advocating 


perpetuation of the split in Ger- 
many. 


Facts and Figures 

RADIO MOSCOW, Via Radio- 
press—A huge bed of iron ore 
has been discovered in the 
Turgai Plain of the Kazakh Re- 
public. It has a high metal con- 
tent, 65 per cent, and is from 
180 to 240 feet*thick. This is 
the 28th magnetite deposit to 
be prospected in the Turgai 
Plain these past few years. The 
known deposits of magnetite 
ores in that area now comes to 
several billion tons.

“ The (Swarlov) whaling flotilla 
is getting ready for its current 
season in Antarctic waters. The 
flotilla consists of 16 vessels— 
five of which are fast diesel 
electric ships, six are catchers 
and one is fitted for scientific 
research work. Two are train- 
ing ships, on which a large 
group of young harpooners are 
being taught the trade for an- 
other whaling flotilla. This 
will be their first trip to the 
Antarctic.

The textile mills of Byelorus- 
sia have put out 24,200,000 yards 
of linen and woolen fabrics so 
far this year. The republic’s tex- 
tile industry has been develop- 
ing very rapidly in the past 
few years. , 

Right now one of the biggest 
woolen mills in the Soviet Union 
is under construction near the 
capital of Byelorussia, Minsk. It 
will be putting out about 13,- 
000,000 yards of gabardine and 
other woolen goods annually, 
The recently built silk mill in 
Vitebsk has a capacity of 3,200,- 
000 yards of cloth a year. The 
weaving mill in Orsha will be 
stepping up production two 
and a half times over when its 
second phase goes into opera- 
tion. By the end of 1960 the 
capacity of Byelorussian textile 
mills will be four times what 
it was in 1956. 

. . * 

Farmers are harvesting grain 
from over 125,000,000 acres of 
grain and legumes. In the 
southern part of the country 
where the harvesting began ear- 
lier, threshing is _ practically 
finished. In many areas along 
the Volga and the central black 
earth region of the Russian 
Federation grain harvesting is 
almost completed, and in the 
Central nonblack earth region 
and in the Urals, it is in ful 
swing. 

Western Siberia and northern 
Kazakhstan have been having a 
spell of warm dry weather and 
the grain is ripening well there. 
More and more, the state and 
collective farms in the eastern 
part of the country are begin- 
ning harvesting.

The Estonian Soviet Republic 
is exporting over 60 kinds of 
machines and industrial equip- 
ments to Poland, Romania, Viet- 
nam, Korean, India and other 
countries. 

The republic manufactures all 
equipments—automatic boilers 
for electric stations, auto buses, 
farm machines and powerful ex- 
cavators. Since the war the out- 
put of its machine building in- 
—- have increased several 
old.

The Lenin public library in 
Moscow has opened a special 
reading room. It has all the 
newspapers, magazines and 
Other periodicals published in 
the Soviet Union as well as the 
most important ones from al- 
most all countries. 

From the United States, for 
instance, the Lenin library re 
ceives 2l-odd newspapers re- 
gularly. They include the New 
York Times, the Daily Worker, 
the Chicago Tribune and the 
Washington Post. The 1,300 
American magazines in the 
reading room are also at the dis- 
posal of the library’s readers. 
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
